EASTER — AND TOMORROW

Those who know the mean- 


ing of darkness understand the 
meaning of light. Those who 
know the burden of slavery know 
the 
excitement 
of freedom. 


Those who know the load of sin 
understand the joy of Easter. 


We live in a time when we've 


tried to revive the custom of 
loading the guilt., on- someone 
else. The ancient habit, of cere- 
monially conferring our guilts 
on a goat and sending the poor 
animal to its death, is contem- 
porary. 


For instance, the recent furor 


concerning Richard Hochhuth's 
play ''The Deputy" underscores 
one facet of the moral failure of 
our recent history. It misses its 
point if it blames a single indivi- 
dual or group. 


The moral failure belonged to 


a whole host of people, of all re- 
ligious persuasions and national 
allegiance. You can't easily dis- 
cover one scapegoat. 


Likewise, it was an easy thing 


for some to blame the death of 
Jesus upon the Jewish people. 
To have so easily placed the 
blame is to miss the fact of his- 
tory; it is to ignore the common 
guilt, the fact of sin itself. .That 
blurs the meaning of Easter, 


Paul Tournier, Swiss physician 


and author, has neatly under- 
scored this common attempt to 
hand on guilt. He likens it to the 
old game of "hunt the slipper." 
The players sit in a circle and 
each one hands the slipper un- 
til the play is suddenly halted. 
The person caught with the slip- 
per drops out of the game. 


So with gossip and slander 


with these attempts to shift the 
blame. So with the characters in 


the Passion history who tried to 
put the blood of Jesus on some- 
one else. Let no one sit and 
gloat. 
The play will 
be re- 


sumed — and who knows who 
will be caught with the burden 
next time? 


In the light of Easter, there is 


no point in shifting responsibility 
or 
dwelling on morbid guilt. 


Easter is awareness of new pos- 
sibilities. Easier is the liberat- 
ing fact, the possibility of recon- 
ciliation, the call to redeem the 
past' by positive and creative 
action. 


It may be a good thing to air 


out the old rooms of history and 
look at the horrible wreckage 
of our misdeeds. To live in that 
sense of guilt is to avoid meet- 
ing the challenge of redemption. 
The trouble with too many of us 
is that we've decided that noth- 
ing can be done about the ten- 
sions in OUR town, the tombs 
in OUR neighborhood, the old 
nabit of running from the guilts 
in OUR groups and the old ha- 
bits of running from responsibi-
